Clarence Hicks, Bondsman, 
«Wounded at Sixth and 
Chestnut — Stray Bullet 
Hits Roy Tyson, Waiter. 


A three-year-old quarrel over 
which, police say, was paid 
to ‘“‘fix’’ a witness in a robbery 
case, resulted last night in the 
shooting, at Sixth and Chestnut 
streets, of Clarence Hicks, a pro- 
fessional bondsman, and Roy Ty- 
son, a bystandet, and the arrest 
of David Klegman and Joseph 
O’Donnell. both of whom have po- 
mlice records. 

Neither man was seriously 
wounded. Hicks, who is 40 years 
old and lives at 4853A Natural 
Bridge avenue, was’- shot in the 
right thigh. Tyson) who is 28, a 
Waiter, and lives at 523 Chestnut 
street, was shot in the right arm. 
Warrants charging assauit to xill 
were issued today against Klegman 
and O'Donnell. 

Klegman Held for Robbery. 

Klegman and another young man 
were identified in 1924 by Tony 
Pappas, candy store proprietor, as 
the pair who ,held /him up in front 
of his home, 3502 Franklin avenue, 
and took $3. Later Pappas identi- 
fied Hicks, the bondsman, as a 
man who gave him $100 not to 
identify Klegman and the other 
defendant. 

When Pappas testified before the 
grand jury, despite his acceptance 
of money to keep silent, return of 
the $100 was demanded by a 
woman who had interested) herself 
in the case. Pappas paid her $96, 
withholding the other $5 for his 
robbery loss and his trouble. Po- 
lice understand that this is the 
$100 which Klegman asserted 
Hicks owed him. 

The $95, incidentally, reposes in 
the office safe of Circuit Attorney 
Sidener, who seized it as evidence 
in the attempted bribery of Pap- 
pas. A charge of attempted brib- 
ery against Hicks was nolle- prossed 
after the woman, to whom Pappas 
returned $95, was acquitted on her 
story that she did not know why 
the $100 has been paid to Pappas. 
Klegman and his co-defendant in 
the robbery case were acquitted 
when Pappas did aot positively 
identify them.

To the office of the Buuuing 


Commissioner in the Department 
of Public Safety fell the task, aft- 
er Thursday’s tornado, of protec- 
tion against further collapse of 
damaged buildings, against injurics 
to the thousands of workers and 
sightseers from loosened debris 
which any high wind would have 
sent flying over the storm area, 
and quick decision as _ to what 
houses had been so damaged as to 
be dangerous for further habita- 
tion. 

Every available man in the de- 
partment was thrown into the 
damaged sections at once. Plumb- 
ing inspectors became, for the 
emergency, building inspectors; 
liltewise boiler and elevator in- 
spectors, smoke inspc -tors, inspec- 
tors of weights and measures—a 
total of about 75 men. They were 
split into crews, each in charge of 
one or two of the 22 experienced, 
Building Inspectors in the office , 

Instructions were to determine, 
fizét. where loosened portions of 

ildings were a menace; second, 
what buildings threatened further 
injuries to occupants who clung to 
them, as many families did. 

Warnings Are Posted. 

By Monday the district began to 
be dotted with red danger plac- 
ards warning against approach or 
entry. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
who cruised a large portion of che 


district, particularly that north of |, 


Olive street, it appeared that every 
fourth house carried a placard. 
The condemnation did not mean 
that the house could not be re- 
stored. In many buildings it was 
obvious that it did mean total re- 
construction, That was apparent to 
any eye. The placard simply 
warned that before the city would 
permit reoccupancy another in- 
spection would be required, after 
which the owner woulc be to!d the 
extent of repairs necessary to mect 
the buildiMg code. 

Inspectors had visited virtually 
every house in the district by Mon- 
day. They had. noted, hastily, the 
general condition of each. Thy 
had noted overhanging’ roofs and 
dangerously weakened walls, They 
even had jotted down where bricks 
on portions of walls weré loose. 
They knew on what residences 
debfis lay on roofs where a high 
wind or a washing rain would bring 
it down, perhaps ne the heads cf 
passersby. 

Crews Wreck i 

The next move was to ciear out 
those danger epots. Director Brod 
entered into a contract with a 
wrecking company for 100 men to 
be divided into 10 crews—men who 
knew the business of pulling down. 
Each crew had a truck. Each 
crew was plaecd in charge of a 
building inspector. Up and down 
the streets the wrecking trucks 
went. Sometimes whole roofs were 
pulled off. On other homes the 
wreckers on ladders picked away 
small areas of walls. At times 
whole walls were brown down io 
add to the debris. No attempt is 
being made to clean up. The debris 
lies where it falls. Safety fs she 
sole object at this time. 

Issuance of al] building permits 
has been suspended temporarily 
for the work in the field. No per: 
mits are being required at this 
time for reconstruction of dam- 
aged buildings. Owners are being 
told to go ahead with any plans 
they may have for restoration, but 
contractors are being warned to do 
the jobs well or they may have io 
tear out their work and do it over 
again. 

Repairs Must Be ‘Solid. ~ 

“Contractors know what the 
code is,”’ Director Brod said. “When 


we have met the emergency, we 


will make inspections of all work. 
Nothing slovenly or improper will 
be permitted in the reconstruction. 

“We have had one curious expe- 
rience. Our inspectors have run 
across filling stations where elec- 
tric service went out and where 
owners have attempted to carry on 
by the light of kerosene lanterns. 
At one station, they found five 
lanterns on a rope strung between 
the two gasoline filling posts! Any 
further rash improvising of this 
sort will bring a revocation of per- 
mits to do business.”

Yackey, former St. Louisan and one 
of the most widely known opera- 
tors of commercia] flying enter- 
prises in the United States, was 
killed yesterday in the first test 
flight of a new biplane of his own 
design. 

A wing of the airplane collapsed 
after it had been in the air 15 min- 
utes. It crashed from 500 feet and 
burst into flames near the May- 
wood air mail] field. Yackey’s 
body was extricated from the

Yackey, who was 37 years old, 
was the son of W. A. Yackey of 
4222 Flora place, St. Louis. He 
enlisted in the Royal Italian Fly-

After the war he worked as test 
pilot and also flew in the air mail 
service.

The Central Committee of Labor 
Unions in the Federal! district has 
adopted resolutions expressing con- 
fidence in the Calles Government 
and assuring it of support.

The two rebel forces still in op- 
eration were stated to be under the 
command of Gen. Hector Ignacio 
Almada, who commanded the Mex- 
ico City garrison, and under Gen. 
Arnulfo Gomez, who was reported 
to have taken up a position in an 
ancient fortress at Perote, in the 
State of Vera Cruz, about 50 miles 
from Jalapa, the State capital. 

Gen. Almada’s group was _ esti-, 
mated to total less than 600 men, 
while that of Gen. Gomez was 
thought to be somewhat smaller. 
Both forces were stated to be close- 
ly pursued by Federal troops. 

Gen. Alvarez in his statement said 
of the Mexico City garrison revolt 
under Gen. Almada, that one regi- 
ment surrendered at San Juan Teo- 
tihuacan, claiming his unit was 
victimized byw deceit by Almada. 
Alvarez said there was brief fight- 
ing before the regiment surren- 
dered, because it thought it was 
being attacked by part of the rebel- 
lious troops who Fad learned that 
it intended to surrender. Officers 
of another regiment which surren- 
dered said they thought they were 
marching .on Government orders. 
Almada is said to have only two 
incomplete’ batallions remaining 
with him. 

Gen. Alvarez, stated 
infantry and cavalry, under Gen. 
Gonzalo Escobar, were moving 
against Alamada, while 1500 Fed- 
eral troops, under Gen. Jesus 
Aguirre, miltary commandant in 
the State of Vera Cruz, were pur- 
suing Gomez and had taken the 
fortress at Perote which Gomez 
abandoned in his flight. 

The statement further said: “At 
Torreon, Gen. Agapito Lastra, with 
an attempt to revolt, gathered a 
group of five men near ‘Torreon. 
He was accompanied by Luis Al- 
varez Otaduv, prominent Gomez 
leader. The troops from the Tor- 
reon garrison pursued and shot 
Otaduv ard captured and executed 
Gen. Lastra. 

“In Pachuca, capital of tne State 
of Hidalgo, former Gen. Arturo ce 
la Vega was captured and execut- 
ed. The traitor Gomez sent to 
Zacatecas former Gens. Alfredo 
Rodriguez and Norberto Olvea with 
instructions to attempt to cause 
the troops to rise, but instead of 
revolting, these tfoops made Rod- 
riguez and Olvea prisoners and 
they later were executed.”

TO: RESTORE STORM VICTIMS 
TO BASIS.OF SELF-SUPPORT ; 


——— 


Chairman Lang of Disaster Relief Committee 
Explains Red Cross Policy—Help 
Based on Need, Not. Loss. 


eae 


Economic rehabilitation of tor- 
nado sufferers is to be undertaken 
iby the Red Cross in a few days, as 
soon as the need of emergency re- 
lieé is met. It is for rehabilitation, 
largely, that the relief fund is be- 
ing raised. 
gg H. Lang, chairman of the 
Disaster Relief Committee, today 
outlined the rehabilitation policy 

which the Red Cross has estab- 
lished throughout the country and 
followed in past, disasters, and 
which will be followed here. 

Rehabilitation, he explained, 
mean: the restoration of each 
needy and deserving family, or in- 
dividual, to a status that ap- 
proaches” the pre-disaster stand, 
ard of living, basing the help on 
need rather than, loss, and 
taking into censideration resources 
liabilities and pre-disaster 
standard of living, so the family or 
individual will not later become 
dependent on outside aid. 

Help Based on Need, Not Loss. 


There is no intention that re- 
habilitation shall mean compensa- 
tion for any and every loss suf- 
rered in the tornado. Neither will 
rehabilitation mean that aid will be 
given indiscriminately to those 
able to help themselves. Only in 
rare instances will cash be given 
directly to affected persons. How- 
ever, decisions will not be MNnar- 
row or bureaucratic, and every ef- 
fort will be made to give practical 
help to every sufferer in return- 
ine to self-support and home life. 

Every case will be decided in- 
dividually on its merits, Lang con- 
tinued. 

The second step of the Red Cross 
program, after the emergency re- 
lief, where no questions are asked 
but all applicants are fed and 
housed, is “cage Work” in the ac- 
cepted social service manner. 
rrained disaster workers will deal 
with every family. ' With a view 
to rendering sympathetic and in- 
telligent help which families may 
need, information will be developed 
concerning health of the members, 
personal injuries and losses suf- 
fered, etc. Any special problems 
will be considered also. Owner- 
ship of property will be subject to 
investigation. 

How Help Will Be Given. 

With this inforination in hand, 
the social worker will decide what 
help the Red Cross can best give 
to put each family or individual 
back to the accepted standard of 
living. Every case will be present°d 
for approval to an advisory com- 
mittee of citizens, by number rath- 
er than name, to assure dispassion- 
ate and cenfidential consideration 
and quick action. No sufferer will 
be expected to make undue sacri- 
fices in getting back on his feet, 
but all will b> given requisite aid 
to prevent that. 

If furniture is needed, for ex- 
ample, an order will be given by 
the Red Cross with which the in- 
dividual may seéiect and buy furni- 
ture within a specified cost from a 
retail dealer. who then will 9‘i'J 


the Red Cross. The same will be 
true of other suppjiés. It may be 
that some families will require ad 
by having tood given them for a 
time; they will get similar orders 
to the grocer and butchers, Thus, 
personal wishes will be considered, 
instead of things being handed o 
with cold uniformity. It will only 
be required that the money be 
spent judiciously. 

To avoid charges of favoritism 
and to,do away with setting up a 
complicated system, the Red Cross 
refraing from arranging for whole- 
salé purchase of supplies, It does 
see that the beneficiaries and the 
public providing the fund are pro- 
tected by fair prices and proper 
quality. 

What Rehabilitation May Cover. 

Among genera! forms of help, 
rehabilitation will include, accor¢d- 
ing to individua) needs and mer- 
its, restoration of household ef- 
fects, clothing, instruments of 
livelihood, in some cases repairs 
of structures, medical attention, 
education, or whatever may be *e- 
quired to restore the sufferer to 
economic independence. 

For information of the public, 
the Post-Dispatch reporter pre- 
sented typical abstract cases cf 
tornado sufferers to Lang and in- 
quired what rehabilitation would 
be granted under the national pol- 
icy of the Red Cross. Lang’s an- 
swers were as follows: 

Question: A family home is 
wrecked; is it rebuilt? Answer: It 
is if there are exceptional circum- 
stances, as the case of an aged, pair 
whose life savings have gone into 
the home. Numerous individual 
factors must enter into considera- 
tion in event. of rebuilding, with 
special consideration of the re- 
sources and need of the family. 

Q. Suppos@ there is a mortgage 
on a damaged home ;what then ? 
A. If it appears the family ‘paying 
off. the mortgage cannot’ restore 
their dwelling and still manage to 
pay off the mortgage, they would 
be aided in restoring the home. 
They could not be helped in retir- 
ing the mortgage because the. Red 
Cross cannot assume any pre-dis- 
aster debt or obligation, nor can it 
give anything to the investor hold- 
ing the mortgage. 

©. What about property owned 
as an investment? A. In the case 
of an aged or infirm person whose 
principal livelihood came from the 
rent, or other exceptional case, re- 
pairs would be made unless some 
better method of providing an in- 
come for the owner could be de- 
vised. Amount of tornado insur- 
ance, if any, would be considered 
in anv restoration of buildings. 
Should one landlord own a num- 
ber of buildings in the tornado’s 
path, it probably would be assumed 
his lots would furnish him a re- 
source for his own rehabilitation. 

Q. Would owners of property 
used for business be aided? A. In 
unusual instances, yes, but general- 
ly, no, since the value of the land 
would remain to them.

“A. If a landlady is tofally 
dependent on the boarding house, 
obviously the thing to do is restore 
her in business, determining the 
minimum of furniture.and equip- 
ment necessary for her to earn a 
living suitable to her needs. If 
she has sufficient resources to set 
herself up again that will enter 
into the decision. If she has in- 
surance, that will be applied to 
ward the amount she needs. 

Q. How abouttany family rent- 
ing a home, which lost its furni- 
ture? <A. Furniture will be bought 
for it, if it hasn’t resources or in- 
come sufficient to obtain sufficient 
new ftirniture. 

Q. Suppose a family’s clothing is 
destroyed? A. The same answer as 
to furniture applies. The sort of 
clothes to which the family has 
been accusfomed will be consid- 
ered. 

Q. Will business men he compen- 
sated for damage to their stores? 
A. The owner of a small shop, 
whose sole income is from this 
trade and who is not fitted for 
other work, will be set up in his 
business again. * For example, a 
one-chair barber shop or a little 
delicatessen, The policy of the Red| 
Cross does not include general 
business rehabilitation. 


Q. Wilk those who lost ma- 
chinery and equipmtnt of their oc- 
cupation be comperisated? <A. Ma- 
chinery and tools with which per- 
sons earn their -living will be re- 
stored if the owner can not replace 
them himself without undue sac- 
atte This might apply in a rare 
nstance tu an automobile, as in the 
case of a taxi driver who lost his 
own cab. Nothing can be given 
for private automobiles ‘without 
some such cxceptional circum- 
stance. 

Hospital Bills Guaranteed, 

Q. Who will pay the hospital and 
medical bills for the injured? A, 
The Red Cross has assumed re- 
sponsibility for hospital bills, but 
those able 'to pay them will be ex- 
pected to do so; however, no fam- 
ily will be asked to assume an un- 
due burden to meet them. Educa- 
tion would be provided for persons 
crippled, that they may be fitted to 
earn a living in new occupations, 
The Red Cross in the past has gone 
to the length df setting up trust 
funds for needy and worthy young 
people’s education. 

Q. What treatment will be given 
Negro home owners and renters? 
A. Exactly the same as to white 
persons, 

“Only a small percentage of col- 
lected funds,’’ Lang said, “are be- 
ing sent in urgent relief, such as 
food, cots, bedding and moving. 
Clothing and shoes being distri- 
buted have been donated. A large

They prevented 
traffic jama by working with axes 
to clear the streets; they saved 
hundreds of lives by prompt hand- 
ling of live wires; they took the 
wounded to hospitals and the dead 
to the morgue; they prevented an- 
other catastrophe by holding 
crowds in the devastated area in 
check.” ; 
Firemen Mobilized at Once, 

When the tornado struck at 1 p. 
m. last Thursday, it put 1280 of the 
1761 fire alarm boxes out of com- 
mission. Four hundred and fifty of 
the department's 975 men were off 
duty ecattered about th> city. All 
the fire companies in the stricken 
area turned out full speed within 
a few minutes after the tornado 
passed and began the work of res- 
cue. Meanwhile a call was sent 
out on the radio, “All firemen re- 
port for duty at their station 
houses.”’ : 

Firemen heard the call them- 
selves, or neighbors heard it and 
ran to tell them. street cars were 
not running and many streets were 
blocked to auto traffic by debris.4 
This meant firemen had to walk. 
One man walked four miles from 
Virginia avenue and Russell boule- 
vard to Kingshighway and Del- 
mar, Many were farther away than 
that. A fireman was vacationing 
at Lincoln Beach on the Meramec 
when he heard the call. Hé set 
out for town a few minutes later. 
A group was fishing at Creve 
Coeur Lake. They came into town 
on the double-quick and reported 
for duty.’ 

“By 4 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon,” Chief Alt says, “every man 
in the department, except a few on 
eici: list, was at his post." 

There followed 48 hours of cease- 
less activity. Chief Alt himself did 
Not get to bed until 6 o'clock Sat- 
urday evening. 

Pick and Shovel Work. 

Even the men of the meclianical 
repair departments turned out 
and worked with picks and shovels 
and bare hands, searching for per- 
sons buried in the wreckage. Two 
men pinioned In the ruins at Cen- 
tral High School were gaved in the 
first rush of the rescue parties. At 
2 a. m. Friday morning Superin- 
tendent of Instruction Maddox no.- 
tified Chief Alt that he believed 
five girl students to be under the 
wreckage at the high school. From 
that hour 20 men under Chief Alt’s 
direction worked until 3:30 p. m. 
the next day, recovering all five 
bodies. 

“We had to go through solid con- 
crete, as two floors had collapsed 
over the room where the last bodies 


lay.” the Chief commented. 
On Page boulevard between 
Prairie and Whittier, firemen 


removed nine bodies from ruins. 
At» Page and Prairie they took 
eight men and three bodies froma 
burning building. Chief Alt says 
all would have died had the fire- 
men been less prompt. Seven men 
were rescued from a collapsed 
building at Jefferson and St. Louis 
avenues. One died. At Enright and 
Sarah firemen dug for 20 minutes 
through three feet of brick and 
removed ai two-month-old baby 
alive without a scratch on it. 

Three bodies at Whittier and 
Maryland; three on North Grand 
boulevard, one at Grand and St. 
Louis; four dead at Newstead and 
Duncan—so ran the list and each 
body recovered represented hours 
of dirty dangerous toil. 

Fire Patrols Posted. 

With ita own alarm system badly 
crippled, the Fire Department 
posted a fire patrol of, 120 men, 
who walked 12 hourg and then 
held themsetves in readiness to 
answer alarms the other 12 houra., 
Outside fire alarms beyond the 
tornado diatrict were as numerous 
as usual and these had to be an- 
awered on the jump, 

‘My men worked hours over 
wreckage where persons believed 
bodies to be and found nothing,” 
Chief Alt said, “False alarms 4!d 
not discourage them. We would go 
to the bhottom of any building 
where there was the slightest 
doubt expressed by anybody as to 
the buildings being clear.” 

Police Answer the Call. 

The Polica Department faced the 
same conditions as to mobilization 
for tornado duty as the Fire De- 
partment Telephone wires were 
déwn and the radio was resorted to, 
Patrolmen on the beats all over 
town notified all brother officers 
who lived on their beata, Officers 
ran and walked for KHlocks to reach 
posta of duty.

St. Louis has again shown its stabil- 
ity by its remarkable recovery from 
the effects. of the tornado which 
visited a section of our residential 
district last Thursday. Public util. 
ities are rapidly restoring normal 
service. Stores and industrial plants 
are carrying on as usual. 


No manufacturing plant of conse- 
quence was damaged. Labor is not 
disturbed or idle. | 


One of the problems which now 
confronts St. Louis is to obtain quick- 
ly the building materials and furnish- 
ings necessary to restore the build- 
ings, home furnishings, etc., de- 
stroyed by the tornado. :

The disaster, however regrettable, 
particularly in its toll of death, was 
fortunately confined to a section 
less than one-tenth of the city’s 
area. The vast unaffected portions 
thus spared, functioned in rapid re- 
sponse to the complete succor of 
their neighbors.

dollar of that appropriation going 
into the active navy.

I would take away 
admirals and officers from: Wash- 
ington and place them in active 
service on some of the ships that 
are tied up in the navy yards. Our 
great trouble with surplus officers 
in Washington is that each have 
stenographers who help them turn

"TEACHING YOUR BODY TQTHINK=NO.3___| 
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Exercise Mentalization for Busy Men Who Would Be 
in Their Prime at Sixty, and Master- 
pieces at Eighty. 


By MRS. THEODORE PARSONS. 


HERE was a time when the 

body was considered as some- 

thing distinct and apart from 
the mind. Intelligent people now 
know them to be partners, As to 
which is the senior: partner there 
may be difference of opinion.: My 
method, which I call mentalization 
of the» body, presupposes that the 
partnership of mind and body is so 
close and so interdependent that 
activities have to be evenly bal- 
anced if either is to be efficient 
and healthy, and that this balance 
must be maintained, as in any 
ideal partnership, for as long as 
the union lasts. 

The question may be asked: Can 
one partner increase his power at 
thesexpense of the other? The 
answer is: This is being done every 
day—in offices by men who wield 
pens, in excavations by men who 
use pickaxes—in all sorts of occu- 


For some excellent exercises it is 
not even necessary to stand 


pations. Any extreme regime of 
either mental or physical work 
which uses up all the = reserve 
energy is bad for both mind and 
body. It is no longer enough to 
enlighten the brain. The body 
must also be taught to think and 
that is my concern. Everything 
we do to stimulate mobility of the 
body heals it and tends to keep it 
young. Men of 50 and 60 should 
still be in their prime and should 
look forward to being master- 
pieces at 80. 


In my former articles I pre- 
scribed exercises for girls and ma- 
trons. In this article I shall 
give a few good and simple exer- 
cises for men whose business re- 
sponsibilities compel them to sit at 
desks for longer hours than any 
one should sit indoors. Men who 
spend their days in offices need not 
droop and die young because they 
have no place to exercise, All they 
need is enough room to stand and 
stretch their arms and legs. For 
some excellent exercises it is not 
even necessary to stand. They may 
be taken in a desk chair. 


O have perfect poise sitting, 
T stanaing or walking it is impor- 

tant that the spine should be re- 
laxed. Any accentuation of the hol- 
low in the small of the back, 
achieved by pushing the base 
of the spine backward, is bad 
for the entire system. When 
the end of the spine is down 
and relaxed the abdominal muscles 
automatically assume their correct 
responsibilities which, if ‘main- 
tained at all times standing, walk- 
ing. sitting, will keep the figure 
straight and slender. 


Seven different sections of the 
body must be taught to think: in 
constant harmony in order that the 
weight may be properly distributed 
and balanced and perfect poise and 
m graceful carriage assured. This 
seven-fold expression of balance is 
incorporated in the correct stand- 
ing position, the basis of all right 
bodily exercise. 


Because it is imposs..le to un- 
derstand posture without it, I must 
again describe the standing posi- 
tion with its seven points: 

Weight on balis of feet; knees*in 
balanced position: abdomen in; end 
of spine down and relaxed; weight 
on lower ribs; chest high, head 
held softty. 

By swaying forward and back 
from the ankle joints, chest lead- 
ing, one can s20n come fo feel the 
perfect rhythm of this standing po- 
sition. Sway until you feel it. 

Here is a posture exercise for 


the entire body: Stand in perfect 
balance in a relaxed condition. 
Sway forward .nd back from the 
ankles a few times. Spread feet 
thirty inches apart. Thow arms 
high at full length, fingers spread. 
Stretch as high as possible. Bend- 
ing slowly from hip joint, place 
palms on floor. Take four forward 
steps with palms down. Reaching 
down, place head on the floor be- 
tween palms. This exercise causes 
a gentle flushing of the blood 
through the brain area. , 

Nature has given man splendid 
muscles for supporting and balanc- 
ing the body. Some of the most 
important of these lie across the 
abdomen and are strong and as 
elistic as the stoutest India rubber. 
Wherever abdominal muscles are 
properly utilize there is no ab- 
dominal enlargement—that ghastly 
bulging which more thrn anything 
else mars the figures of men who 
should still be mere boys at fifty. 


Those abdominal muscles can be 
taught to think for themselves can 
be so accustomed to doing their 


relieve them of that responsibility 
they will immediately send a mes- 
sage to the brain demanding that 
thy be allowed to carry their 
weight. The moment you shift to 
the spine or elsewhere the weight 
that belongs to the abdominal mus- 
cles you set up a sort of civil war 
in your own body, one set of mus- 
cles protesting against doing the 
work that belongs to another set, 
the idle muscles protesting against 
having their natural work taken 
away, and as a consequence the 
whole mental and physical body 
will be unbalanced from this dis- 
order. 


HESE exercises, which may be 

taken in an armchair, will de- 

velop and strengthen and con- 
tract the abdominal muscles until 
they form a sort of natural corset 
to keep the figure in place: 

Sit erect in your chair. Lean 
forward until your face is on a level 
with or between the knees. Bend- 


This will head off the protruding 
abdomen.

ing slowly back and forth from a 
sitting position is excellent exer- 
cise, 

Sit away back in armchair. Spread 
knees as far apart as possible 
Stretch arms out above knees, 
palms down. Inhale as hands are 
raised high above head. Exhale 
as you lean forward and place 
chest on the knees, dropping hands 
to the floor, head dropping betwcen 
the knees. 


Sit at extreme forward edge of 
armchair, feet placed comfortably 
on the floor 12 inches. apart. 
Clasp arms of chair with both 
hands. Raise chest high. Drop 
head back as far as comfortably 
possible. Draw body forward with 
both hands gripping chair. Re- 
peat as often as can be done with- 
out fatigue. 


Sit halfway out of large arm- 
chair, feet on floor, crossed at 
ankles. Place right hand on for- 
ward extreme of right arm of chair, 
left arm resting on left arm of 
chair. Pushing with upper part of 
right palm, force shoulders diag- 
onally to back of chair, letting the 
head fall back over left_shoulder. 
This pressure should last for half 
a minute. Reverse the movement. 
pressing with left pam, letting 
head fall back over right shoulder. 

These movements in the sitting 
exercises stimulates the arteries of 
the trunk and send a healthy cir- 
culation through the liver and ab- 


dominal area, thus preventing pro-

For it is 
true that you never will find your 
correct balance until you lose it a 
few times. There are great depths 
of truth in that Scriptural paradox 
that says we must lose our lives to 
find them. 

Deep breathing is a potent cor- 
rective for spinal, abdominal orany 
other body jlls. Breathe unti] you 
fe7l your ribs breathe, letting the 
expansion be at the sides and back 
rather than at the front, taking 
care to keep the spine and abdomi- 
nal muscles in position.

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| Nation-W ide Kindergarten 
Movement Led by Woman 


More than . 300,000 children | 
throughout the United States have 
received the benefits of kindergar- 
ten training as a result of the ef- 
forts of Bessie Locke, executive 
secretary of the National Kinder- 
garten Association, whose efforts 
have been centered on securing kin- 
dergarten education. for all of the 
nation’s children. ¢ 
Back in 1909 Miss Locke, who at 
that time was connected with the 
New York Kindergarten Associa- 
tion, saw the need for a national 
association. Its object, she feit, 
should be to arouse interest in the 
subject of kindergartens, to per- 
suade the people in each State to 
work fot better State kindergarten 
laws, and to induce the school 
boards to open kindergartens in thé 
public schools, 

As a result of this vision the 
National Kindergarten Association 
was organized at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Phipps of New 
York City and incorporated during 
the same year. In 1912 the Asso- 
ciation affiliated with the National 
Kindergarten and Elementary Col- 
lege of Chicago and from 1913 to 
1919 Miss Locke was chief of the 
Kindergarten Division of the Uni- 
ted States Bureau of Education. 
Since its founding the National 
Kindergarten Association has taken 
the initiative in arousing meén’s 
and women’s organizations to work 
for better kindergarten legislation. 
Through their combined efforts im- 
proved laws have been passed in 
Nevada, Maine, Texas, Arizona, 


South Dakota, Texas, Utah an@ 

nsin.. The work is being car~ 
ried on in other part of the coun- 
try directly from the main offi-e*. 
New York City. 

These laws provide for the estab- 
lishment of kindergartens on~ the 
petition of parents. Most of them 
require that the petition. be signed 
by the parents of 25 children of 
kindergarten age, residing in one 
school district. Some of these laws 
are mandatory and some merely 
permissive. Three mandatory laws 
were passed in 1927. ° 

At the beginning of 1927, the Na- 
tional Kindergarten Association 
had been instrumental in opening 
786 kindergartens in 443 towns. 

“Despite this progregs record, 
which we are trying to present to 
mothers at the Women’s Art and 
Industries exposition,” says Miss 
Locke, “there are still 4,000,000 
children of kindergarten age -in 
this country for whom no kinder- 
gartens have been provided. ‘Per- 
haps this is due to the fact that 
the association is entirely sup- 
ported by voluntary gifts and it 
cannot afford feld workers in ev- 
ery State and city.”

READER AND ANNA H.—Be- 
cause of several inyuiries on what 
to do about fleas in the lawn, bause- 
ment and other parts of homes, we 
give several methods of extermi- 
nating. Pennyrvyal, properly used, 
is sure Geath to fleas. it is merely 
a question of applying it. The 
green herb can be used wien in 
season. It is strewn in the flea- 
infested area, in or out of doors. 
If used in the house the floors are 
covered with leaves, the rooms 
tightly shut for two days; then the 
withered plant is gathered -and 
burned. As the green herb may 
not be had at times, put the oil of 
pennyroyal into boiling water and 
scrub. floors and woodwork with it. 
Fumigation with sulphur candles 
will also destroy the insects in- 
doors. Coal oj] is also a repellent 
to fleas. One authority says that 
if a cloth saturated with coal oil is 
kept in a room fleas will soon de- 
sert it. Whatever means you re- 
sort to add this to it: Lay sheets of 
fly paper in the house, or on the 
lawn, where it May not Snare un- 
wary feet, and remove daily. Burn 
paper and fleas together. A good 
tlea powder is naphthaline, 4 
ounces; talcum, 10 ounces; tobacco 
dust. 2 ounces.
